Also in those days the dead were al¬ 
ways buried in white shrouds* Suddenly right in the wa¬ 
gon track in front of him appeared a tall, white ghoBtly 
figure. It moved slowly along, and while at first tempt¬ 
ed to run, he bolstered up his courage with a good heavy 
stiok and continued on the same track. The wraith came 
nearer and nearer, and did not vanish into air, so when 
quite close he raiBed his stick and brought it down on 
the head of the figure.

In those days we children were always afraid of passing 
oemeteries, on aocount of the drunken men that often stag¬ 
gered out from them. I remember going along with my mother 
one day, and having a drunken man come out of a cemetery and 
8tart after us, and how we did run.

Just"one year after his wife, Annie Adams, 
was lAid to rest Charles Vllllaa Grogan followed her 
to the tomb* and passed away on August 2 in 
his 67th year. Mr. Grogan was born in Brampton 
Just about where the Ilumenthal store now stands, 
and was the son of James Grogan, one of the pioneer 
business men of the town. He grew up in Brampton 
was educated here and for many years was associated 
with the life of the town conducting a clothing 
business on Queen St. west for about 10 years. Later 
he stqrted out as traveller for Toronto clothing 
firms and became very well known in Western Canada 
where he proved most successful in his ohosen line. 
More reoently he has been with R. Soore and Son 
Toronto althoug he has been conneoted with several 
important olothing houses in the city. But Mr. 

Grogan always maintained the social and fraternal 
relations with the town in which he was born and 
in which his home was sijtuated. He was a lifelong 
member of Grace United Church, and a firm believer 
in the platform and principles of the Conservative 
party.
